These are the words 
heard from the thunder¬ 
ous Trojan Army that 
echoed along Niagara 
Stone Road and outside 
the town hall Monday. 

The entire student body 
participated in a protest 
against the looming clos¬ 
ing of Niagara District 
Secondary School in an 
effort to make their voices 
heard not just in town, but 
at the District School 
Board of Niagara. 

They carried on with 
that momentum later that 
evening by crowding the 
council chamber and 
lobby for the committee- 
of-the-whole meeting 
during which a detailed 
brief prepared by the 
NDSS Strategy Committee 
was presented for 
endorsement to be sent to 
the Minister of Education. 

At the end of the night, 
councillors decided to 
refer the brief until next 
Tuesday in order to work 
out some of the terminol¬ 
ogy used describing con¬ 
ditions at the school, the 
relationship with Eden 
High School and the 
school board’s lack of 
commitment to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake’s only high 
school.

His first request for some¬ 
one to call 911, as he held 
what he feared to be his 
dying daughter, reached the 
American side of the border, 
but finally, with three people 
phoning, emergency dis¬ 
patch was reached on this 
side and in no time help 
began to arrive. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake vol¬ 
unteer firefighters, including 
his neighbour Jim Neufeld, 
were first on the scene. 

“I can’t say enough about 
those guys, what they do for 
our community and what 
they did for us that day,” said 
Mark. 

His brother Aaron, also a 
volunteer firefighter, was 
spared the grief that the vol¬ 
unteers regularly face as 
they arrive at similar scenes 
to discover friends or family

“Aaron was working that 
day,” says Mark, “and I’m 
grateful for that. It’s tough 
for those guys, living in a 
small community and see¬ 
ing what they see.” 

Ambulance paramedics 
weren’t far behind, and their 
professionalism and quick 


action along with the first 
response of the firefighters 
“made it possible for her to 
fight back. I honestly 
thought I was holding my 
dying child that day, but 
they got her to where she 
needed to be, and gave her 
the opportunity to be where 
she is today.” 

Everyone—firefighters, 
paramedics, police, and the 
doctors and medical staff at 
St. Catharines, where Taylor 
was first taken, the helicop¬ 
ter pilot who airlifted her to 
Hamilton and the doctors 
there—was fantastic, said 
Mark. 

“We’re so grateful to all of 
them. They gave her the 
chance to fight back.” 

But Taylor deserves some 
credit too, he says. She’s an 
outgoing, outspoken, bub¬ 
bly child with a great atti¬ 
tude—always laughing and 


smiling, he says. 

"She's a tough litde kid. 
We believe her personality 
and her strength are big rea¬ 
sons why she was able to 
recover the way she did.” 

She suffered some inter¬ 
nal damage to organs, and 
for a few days was kept com¬ 
atose so that the tubes deliv¬ 
ering medication and nour¬ 
ishment wouldn’t be dis¬ 
turbed. The Cherneys were 
told that the first few days 
would indicate how well her 
body would heal, but they 
knew her injuries were seri¬ 
ous, and felt they had a long 
road to recovery ahead. 

But Taylor responded 
much better than anybody 
had anticipated, and they 
were able to bring her home 
to Virgil last week, with no 
obvious signs of the trauma 
she suffered. 

"We took her to the 


(Virgil) school last Friday 
when we went to pick up 
Morgan, and she was play¬ 
ing on the slide as if nothing 
had happened. Everyone 
was amazed. I didn’t know 
what to say. It seems like a 
bad dream that we’ve woken 
up from.” 

They have some concerns 
about whether there will be 
any long-term damage to 
her internally, but at this 
point, there are no signs of 
that, he said. 

In addition to their grati¬ 
tude to all the emergency 
and medical personnel who 
helped restore Taylor to 
health, Mark and Carrie are 
realizing more than ever 
what it means to live in a 
small community. 

“We both went to Virgil for 
grade school, and then to 
ND. We started dating in 
high school,” says Mark. 


They have “bounced 
around” a little in the inter¬ 
vening years, but ended up 
in a home with a backyard 
that looks on to Virgil 
School, which their daugh¬ 
ter Morgan now attends. 
Grandparents on both sides 
still live in the community, 
as do many friends and fam¬ 
ily members. 

“You know a lot of people 
when you live in a commu¬ 
nity like this for a long time. 
The outpouring of concern 
from people who wanted to 
do anything they could to 
help was so amazing. Now 
that we're home and things 
are getting back to normal, 
it’s such an emotional relief, 
and it’s a great feeling to 
know you have so many 
people who are concerned 
for you and who really care 
about what's going on. We’re 
grateful to all of them.”

Prayer and its effect on pray-ers and pray-ees as documented at St. Mark’s

When we speak of prayer, 
we tend to think of its effect 
on the one on whose behalf 
we are praying. 

We give scant considera¬ 
tion to the effect of prayer 
on the ones doing the pray¬ 
ing. In the early days of set¬ 
tlement in Ontario, church¬ 
men were concerned about

the latter in a way we rarely 
stop to consider. 

It is difficult to imagine 
the task that confronted 
Lieutenant Governor 
Simcoe when he arrived in 
Niagara in 1792. It was 
without much precedent to 
go by that he was working 
to give structure to the new 
province of Upper Canada. 
He had a vast territory to 
survey and roads to build. 
He had to establish a par¬ 
liament and initiate a 


whole set of laws and regu¬ 
lations. He had one parish 
priest who could also serve 
as chaplain to the legisla¬ 
ture and to the military in 
Niagara and another in 
Kingston. 

It was taken for granted 
that the Church of England 
would be the state church, 
but the nearest Bishop was 
Charles Inglis in Halifax. 

The bishop was, however, 
prepared to assist in any 
way he could. His immedi¬ 
ate action was to prepare 
prayers on behalf of the 
Lieutenant Governor and 
the Legislature of Upper 
Canada to be included in 
the service of Anglican 
churches. 

In a petition written on 
March 1, 1793, the bishop 
argued, “That as religion 
affords the best security for 
the rectitude of human 
actions and conduct in the 



various walks of life” such 
prayers during public wor¬ 
ship would “have a tenden¬ 
cy to inspire the minds of 
people with sentiments of 


reverence, both towards 
magistrates, and towards 
their office.” 

The bishop reasoned that 
by authorizing these 
prayers to be included in 
Sunday worship, “those 
sentiments will, when 
deeply impressed, con¬ 
tribute much to the peace 
and order of society and to 
produce a ready obedience 
to lawful authority for con¬ 
science’ sake”. 

If the good Bishop had 
prepared prayers for use in 
this province it was one less 
thing for Simcoe to be con¬ 
cerned with. 

Although we would agree 
the bishop was within his 
right to have such prayers 
included in “divine wor¬ 
ship” today we interpret his 
thinking as using religion to 
keep the lower orders in 
line. The bishop’s reason¬ 
ing would have been quite 


acceptable to the new 
Lieutenant Governor, how- 

It is doubtful whether 
such prayers inculcated 
obedience to authority in 
the Anglican citizens. In 
any case, the Bishop had 
not taken into considera¬ 
tion the fact that there were 
too many Presbyterians in 
the province, to say nothing 
of the Methodists and 
Baptists none of whom 
would be influenced by the 
prayers he proposed. 

Whether or not it was the 
prayers that had the desired 
effect on the citizens, 
Upper Canada remained a 
place where respect for 
lawful authority withstood 
the threats of revolt all 
through the War of 1812, 
the Fenian Raids and the 
Mackenzie Uprising. 

Indeed we remain a very 
law abiding society.

F ollowing winter hibernation, the itch to start 
cleaning and preparing for spring is hitting Ca¬ 
nadian homeowners.
